LONDON, Aug. 13.—Infantry fighting on the western front and 
especially in Flanders has not been marked during the past 24 hours. 
kn southern Moldavia the Teutonic drive against the Russians and 
Roumanians progresses. 

In Flanders the Anglo-French and German troops apparently 
are resting in preparation for further infantry activity. The Germans 
can hardly permit the British to hold their present salient east of 
Ypres and between Pilkem and Hollebeke without first making ad- 
ditional efforts to straighten out their front. By widening the salient, 
Kield Marshal Haig adds to the insecurity of the German line from 
Dixmude north to the coast as well as to the front southward toward 
Lens. 

French troops again have repulsed German efforts along the 
Aisne front. Sunday night and on Monday the Teutons tried to re- 
capture the ground lost to the French south of Ailles. The French 
threw back all the attacks. East of the positions the French took 
the offensive and succeeded in making a small advance. Elsewhere 
on the French front the artillery fighting continues violent, 

The Russians and Roumanians having been forced to give up 

the Fokshani-Marazchti line and retire to the Sereth River, Field 
Marshal von Mackensen has been enabled to capture Pantziau, a rail- 
‘way town west of Marazchti. By taking the town the Teutons prob- 
fably have cut the railway line north, imperiling the Rusgians and 
Rouwnanians fighting in western Moldavia around Ocna as the rail- 
road north from Marazchti was one of their two means of obtaining 
supplies and reinforcements.

Situation In Holy Land

JERUSALEM NOW

CAIRO, Egypt, Aug. 13.—The situ- 
ation in Palestine this summer is the 
most serious since the war began.

FISH PRICES 
IN EDMONTON 


Proposed New. Regulations 
Will Give Abundant 
Supply. 


|QUALITY WILL BE 


MUCH IMPROVED 


Major Bourgeois Advocates 


Less Fishermen And 
Better Inspection.

By means of @ substantial increase 
in the amount of the catch permitted, 
by a limitation of the number of lic 
enced fishermen, by an efficient in- 
spection at the point of shipment, and 
by the government's agreeing to pay 
one half the express charges, an abun- 
dance of fresh-water fish, of the fin- 
est quality and in a perfect state of 
preservation, at the price of 10 cents 
a pound, will be immediately available 
in Edmonton and all over Alberta, de- 
clares Major T. J. Bourgeois, who has 
been asked by the food controller's de- 
partment for advice and suggestions 
relative to the fish supply. 

In these days when every nerye is 
being strained to increase the amount 
of food produced and to lessen the con- 
sumption of wheat and beef in order 
that a larger supply shall be available 
for overseas needs, the immense sup- 
plies of fish in the great lakes of West- 
ern Canada will, i€ properly utilized 
and conserved, play an important part 
in solving the problem. 


Law 1s Disregarded 


The restrictions which have been 
put upon fishing have resulted in a 
reduction of the supply and lack of 
inspection and a disregard of the law 
have resulted in a decided deteriora- 
tion of the fish put upon the market. 
The cons'mer, in consequence, has 
had to put up with an inferior and 
comparatively scarce article at a high- 
er price. The northern lakes, such as 
Lesser Slave lake and Lac la Biche, 
are, according , to Major Bourgeois, 
swarming with the finest of fish, and 
if the fisheries are properly handled, 
a large increase in the supply of a pal- 
atable and nourishing article of food 
will immediately become available at 
a considerably reduced price. 

Major Bourgeois does not favor ex- 
tending the period during which fish- 
ing may be carried on. The only re- 
sult of this would be to benefit the 
fish buyers and would result in the 
surplus being shipped to the United 
States, where it would fill the cold 
sturage warehouses in order to keep 
prices up in the east. The suggestions 
which he makes will, in his opinion, 
if carried out by theg overnment, more 
effectively meet the situation, 

Inferior Quality. 

Major Bourgegls, who is a resident 
of Sawridge, on Lesser Slave lake, 
and is well posted with regard to the 
conditions now prevailing in the nor- 
;thern country as regards the fishing 
| industry, said that under the present 
|regulations and enforcement, or ra- 

ther lack of eisvrcement of the law, 

fish is being put on the market of an 
inferior quality and too high in price. 

When seen at the Macdonald hotel 
last night Major Bourgeois declared 
that unless the fishery regulations are 
changed, Hon. W. J. Hanna, food con- 
troller for Canada, will not be able to 
carry out his plan to induce people to 
eat more fish. Fish, he said, is the 
most delicate of all perishable goods, 
and if it does not receive proper at- 
tention at the point of production it 
is “done for,” no matter how fresh 
jand suitable for food it may appar- 
ently look, Its flavor will have gone 

nd its quatity will have deteriorated. 

“There is nothing better than fish,” 
said the major. “Itt is good food for 
the brain, so they say, but if you do 
not have it fresh it is hard on your 
|stomach, The food controller, in 
considering this problem, has three 
| 


things to consider: ‘The protection of 
the fisheries, the securing of a legiti- 
mate return to the fishermen and the 
dealer, and the assurance of a 
price to the wonsumer. But when it 
has been accomplished, at this time 
when there is such a world-wide 
shortage of food supplies and when 
prices are so high, the benefit to the 
country will be great.” 
Not the Best Way 

When asked whether the re-open- 
ing of certain lakes, as was suggested 
at the East End Park meeting Sun- 
day, would improve conditions, Major 
Bourgeois replied with an emphatic 
“No!”

Day of Great Political Excite:

LONDON; Aug. 13,—A_ day of great 
political excitement in London con- 
eluded tonight with the announcement 
that George Nicholl Barnes, minister 
of pensions had been appointed to re 
place Arthur Henderson as Labor 
member of the war cabinet. The ap- 
pointment, according to a semi-official 


statement, has the approval of all the | 


other Labor members of the govern- 
ment. 

Thus the crisis which seemed to 
threaten the existence of the govern- 
ment was at least temporarily solved 
and unless unexpected developments 
occur thre will be no appeal to the 
country. 

No Passports 

The government announced to par- 
liament today that the ministers had 
decided not to grant passports to the 
delegates to the Stockholm Interna- 
tional Socialistic Congress, thereby 
falling in Hine with other allied gov- 
ernments in this respect. It is not 
doubted that this decision wili be ac- 
cepted by the major section of the 
country and by the newspapers. 

Mr. Henderson, in the House of 
Commons today, made an impassioned 
defense of his position in the con- 
flict that has arisen between himself 
and Prime Minister Lloyd George, He 
entered into great detail on the recent 
events, but still left much mystery re- 
earding his relations with the premier 
vince his return from Russia. 

Said Misunderstanding 

Mr. Henderson's. supporters con- 
tended that the entire misunderstand- 
ing had arisen through the govern- 
ment having previously failed to take 
a decisive line on the Stockholm con- 
ference. They say that had the de- 
cision announced today been formu- 
lated a week ago the entire crisis 
would have been avoided. 

Mr. Henderson impressed the house 
considerably by showing that the 
question of his visit to Paris was the 
subject of a special cabinet meeting, 
and much sympathy was aroused in 
his behalf by his having been kept 
waiting for an hour outside the doors 
of a cabinet meeting and the fact that 
he first learned through the columns 
of an evening newspaper that his re- 
siguation had been accepted.

Dry Docks’ Subsidies, 

At a late hour the house then went 
into committee to consider a res@u- 
tion moved by Hon. Robert Rogers, 
minister of public works, to provide 
for an amendment to the dry docks 
subsidies act. ‘ae act increases «a 
subsidy to four and one-half per cent. 
of the cost of the work. No payment 
is to be made until half a million dol- 
lars has been expended, 

Mr, Rogers in introducing the 
measure pointed out the netessity of 
dry docks and the impossibility of 
getting private firms to build them 
without government assistance, 

Hon, Willlam Pugsley agreed with 
the principle of the bill, but suggest. 
ed the amount of work to be done be- 
fore interest is paid be increased to a 
million, Mr, Rogers nad no objection 
to this proposal, 

Mr. Rogers, replying to A. K, Mace 
Lean, who doubted the advisability of 
constructing two first class drydocks 
on the Pacific Coast at Vancouver 
and Esquimalt, sald that the shipping 
at the port of Vancouver was increase 
ing so rapidly that a drydock there 
is necessery. He said that when in 
England he had impressed upon the 
admiralty the desirability of con- 
structing naval drydocks at Esquimalt 
and Halifax, Sir Edward Carson had 
promised to take the matter Into con- 
sideration and Andrew Bonar Law 
had been favorably impressed By the 
proposal, The admiralty will have 
first call on these drydocks when they 
are constructed, but repairs will be 
made to other ships.

Bulletin Local

(From Correa- 


At Stanger, recent rains are of much 
benefit to late grain, garden truck and 
potatoes. Wild fruit of all kinds is 
much more abundant than in former 
years. Frost has turned some potato 
tops black. 

At Glenrengh, the heavy rain on 
Monday was a@ great benefit to grow- 
ing grains. ‘The weather is now hot, 
;} which will help to force the ripening 
jot grain, Mr, Nickols has begun cut- 
| ting his barley, which was sowed early 
+on summer fallow. It promises to give 
a good yield, 

At Donnelly, harvesting has started 
at several places jn the settlement and 
the rapid growth of the crops for the 
past two weeks ie exceeding what was 
expected in the first part of the sea- 
son, 

At Sangudo, heavy rains fell. Crops 
doing fine, Cutting barley has begun, 
Potato crop is good. Fine new po- 
tatoes are gelling $1.50 per bushel. 
Bome farmers, report frost on Aug. 
8th, though no serious damage was 
done in this immediate vicinity. 

At Wanckville, on August 8th, some 
frost hurt the potato tops and blos- 
soms, The other crops are not hurt. 
iunvervhbody is busy making hay, which 
is good in this district. 

An Sangudo district, crops are look- 
ing fine, There must be heavy cro, 
20 to 40 miles northwest of Sangudo, 
as there are a lot of binders being 
freightéd from here to that part. 
Anselmo reports heavy crops at that 
point, 25 miles northwest, Crops con- 
sists of oats principally, 

Looking Good. 

At North Bank, owing to bountiful 
rain, crops are looking good, 
is filling out well, Monday night 
(frost cut potato tops and beang and

Haying is in fuil swing, but crops 
are very light, in eome pieces, only six 
inches hiv’ 

At Cher Hill, crops reported to 
be in splendid condition. Barley is 
about ready to cut. Recent rains 
have helped the late crop, which was 
eet in for green feed. Farmers have 
been busy making hay, which is a 
heavy yield in most places, Consider- 
able breaking and summer fallow- 
ing has been done. There will also be 
a heavy crop of potatoes in the dis- 
trict, providing no eariy frosts come 
and check them. 

At Millet, the frost of the morning 
of the 8th August, which cut beans, 
cucumbers, tomatoes and potatoes, 
has not hurt the potato crop, nor the 
grain. Straw is somewhat short, but 
it may be all the better for that, as it 
is likely there will be a better crop of 
grain. The fine spell of weather the 
farmers had for haying, consequently 
there is a lot of very good hay put up. 
Harvest will be on in about two weeks. 
The crops look very vromising in this 
district, and if nothing happens be- 
tween now and harvest, we look for 
some splendid yields. 

At Mahaska, crops are short for the 
want of rain, Wild hay is fairly good 
on the bottom lands of the McLeod 
river. James Rush has some tim- 
othy that will go two tons to the acre. 
He has some good spring wheat. Mr. 
Rush is going to try out rye and win- 
ter wheat, having sown some of each. 
Hayin® has been held up on account 
of a very badly needed rain. There is 
|}a very good prospect for a crop, Gar- 
;dens are coming along very good. 

Edgar Teny has had new potatoes, 
Plenteous Rains, 

At Lake Isle, the plenteous rains 
from Aug. 2nd to 7th have given such 
an impetus to the late sown oats that 
the supply of green feed is now prac- 
tically assured, 

At Conjuring Creck, seldom have 
crop prospects been better, when gen- 
eral cOnditions are taken into account. 
Sufficient molsture through the sea- 
son, despite the dry weather, has 
brought all grain along rapidly and 
the continued heat jis fast advanc- 
ing wheat, oats and barley. Binders 
has already been heard in parts of 
the settlement where fall wheat has 
been harvested. Spring wheat is a 
uniformly excellent crop and is rip- 
ening fast. If present conditions hold 
cutting will be general before the end 
of the month. The hay crop hag per- 
haps been somewhat bélow the aver- 
age, although fine weather has great- 
ly decreased the customary losses due 
to rains. 

At Namao, the crops are in_ fine 
condition, The late rains would have 
been better two weeks earlier, but 
they have saved the crops and all 
point to a fair yield, ¥ 

At Arvilla, a great deal of rain hae 
fallen during the past ten days. Crops 
look very well, and farmers expect to 
commence cutting barley in a couple 
of weeka, if weather conditions are fa- 
vorable. Haying hag been delayed by 
the wet weather. 

“Have Done Wonders.” 

At Ardrossan, the recent rains have 
done wonders for the crop prospects 
and the outlook is now very encourag- 
ing. The late ¢rain has assumed a 
much more healthy color, and the 
green feed has taken heart, and is 
looking fresh and lusty, A good aver- 
age crop of grain and vegetables will 
be harvested, Alexander Bros, have 
an especially fine stand of wheat and 
oats, and the former looks goog for 
45 bushels to make a conservative es- 
timate. A number of fle'ds are as- 
suming a decided tinge, and It is con- 
fidently expected thar three weeks of 
good weather will put the binders to 
work in the wheat fields.

Mr. OLIVER: In regard to certain 
negotiations that were in pcvgress, 1 
think last fall, in reference (to the 
crop that is now on the mackel, 1 un- 
derstand my hon. friend (the Minister 
of ‘Trade and Commerce) wis negoti- 
ating with certain representatives of 
western grain interests in regard to 
fixing a price at that me, My under- 
standing was that there was a price 
offered and a price demanded, and 
that if the arrangement had been 
closed at that time those wh» to some 
extent represented the farm'ng ‘inter- 
ests would have accepted a basic 
price of $1.70 for No, 1 Northern, as 
against $1.30 offered on behalt of the 
Government through the Minister of 
Trade and Commerce, What is the 
tact in reganl to that matter? 

Sir GEORGE FOSTBR; I think the 
facts can be very simply stated. The 
Canadian Government have heen anx- 
lous, since the beginning wf the war, 
that Canada shouid have iil possible 
opportunity of supplying the demands 
of Great Britain and the Allies for 
such things as Canada produces, We 
have always been in touch with the 


British Governemnt and its differents 
| departments in regard to all kinds of 
| supplies that 


are required and that 
can be produced in Canada. We are 
kept up to the mark in that respect 
by the people in Canada who have 
these things to sell and who are anx- 
fous to dispose of them. In carrying 
out that line of communication, 
which had never been interrupted 
from the time the “war began, the 
question was mooted as to the crop 
of 1916-17. The British Government 
were asked whether they had any pro- 
posals to make with reference to the 
securing of that crop. Different. com- 
munications took place. 1 was in 
London for a little while; 1 met the 
Export Wheat Buying Con:mission 
there, and talked the matter over with 
them. The result was that they made 
an offer for the whole crop surplus 
for 1916-17, the offer running at about 
$1.20 or $1.22 a bushel at Fort Wil- 
liam, Ultimately they raised the of- 
fer to about $1.80 or $1.82. I simply 
did what I thought was my duty; IL 
passed that cffer on to persuns who 
uppeared to ba representative farm- 
ers who could take hold of und decide 
upon any such offer—the Council of 
Agriculture of the West. 1 asked 
these gentlemen to come down and 
see ine. They came, and I told them 
frankly and fully what had taken 
place. ‘They discussed the question 
with me, went back, and then decid- 


ed that the terms were not high 
enough, Consequently, the thing fell 
through, 

Mr, OLIVER: Did they make an 
offer? 

Sir GEORGE FOSTER: If my 


memory serves me correctly, the price 
ranged between $1.50, minimum price 
and $1.75, maximum pric). There 
again the question of minimum and 
maximum came up. There is a good 
deal in favor of the contention that 
if a maximum price is mentioned and

Mr, OLIVER: The farmers who 
wished to sell .ast fall did get about 
$1.75. It will be observed that there 
is a very wide margin between the 
$1.75 which the farmers asked last 
fall for a part of the crop now in the 
elevators, and the maximum figure of 
$2.40 that has been fixed by the 
Board of Grain’s Supervisors for the 
remainder of that same crop, I am 
bringing these facts out for the pur- 
pose of showing that it was not the

It was, 
however, not so much his own fault, for, to tell the truth, he was 
as much sought after as seeking. His first battle was fought as a 
result of a quarrel over a maiden. During the Hereford fair, Tom 
danced with a pretty girl oftener than wag pleasing to her escort, 
and they came to blows. George Cooper find Sam Robinson, pro- 
fessional pugilists, were present and they induced the men to post- 
pone their combat until the next day, and fight it out in their 
boxing booth. Spring won an easy victory, and thus began his 
pugilistic career.

Arthur Phelan, former Cub and Red and also shining star of 
Danny Shay's Kansas City Blues, is thirty-one years old today, Art 
is a native of Illinois, having been born in Madcon County, near 
Decatur, on Aug. 14, 1887, He got his baseball start in the neighbor- 
ing town of Taylorville, where Ray Schalk, the great White Sox 
backstop, also made his first appearance in the game.
